Hazleton, Pa., Oct 8.— Presidont 
Mitcbell at 10:05 a. m. iuued a cail for 
a coDTention of mine workers of the 

three dlstrlots comprising the authra- 
cito field to meet in Scranton Friday. 
The text of the call is as follows: 

To all mineri and mine employes ol 
tbe anthracite region: Brothers— In 
view of the fact that the mine oporat- 
o/s have posted notices offering an ad- 
vance In wages tormerly paid and be 
lieying It our plain duty to consult 
your wishes as to our future anion, 
we ilccm it advisable to aak you lo se. 
lect delegatea to represent you in con- 
Tentlon. Yon are therefore notiti' d 
that a conTentlon will be held at 
Scranton, Pa., beginning Friday, Oct. 
12, at lu a. m. The basis of representa 
tion will be one for each 100 persons 
on strike, or If desired one delegate 
may represent as many as 600 mine 
workers; but no delegate will be al- 
lowed to < ;i.st more than five votes. 
Bach delegate should have credentials 
■Igned by the chairman and secretary 
of the meeting at whleh he is elected, 
and wherever i)o.ssii)le crelrnti;i!s 
should hear the seal of the local union. 

President Mitchell refused to say 
anything as to what the conTentlon 
would probably decide to do in the 
matter of the 10 per cent net Increase. 
Neither would he anticipate what l)us- 
iness other than that relating to the 
advance in wages would be brought be- 
fore the delegatea. It Is not unlikely 
that the abolishment of the sliding 
scale will come In for some considera- 
tion. None of the labor leaders here 
will publicly say whether the increase 
will be accepted or rejected, but there 
Is a strong belief that the men In con- 
vention will vote to go back to work. 

Notices of 10 per cent advance in 
wages and a reduction in the price of 
po'Ader were po.sted by M. S. Kemmer- 
er & Co., operating the Sandy Run col- 
liery and Coze Btothera tk Co., operat- 
ing six colliariea. 

O. B. Markle'ft Co., Calvin Pardee & 
Co.. Dodson & Co. and the Silverbrook 
Coal company are the. only companies 
hereabouts that have not yet offered 
their men an increase. These four 
concerns employ 4,000 men. 

Fe»ra UnfniinilMl. 

Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 8.— In antici- 
pation of marching by the striker^ 
each of the dozen or in(jre lollierics in 
this district still in operation iu a more 
or less crippled condition was virtuall> 
an armed camp during the night, but 
the expected did not happen and the 
peace of the coninuiiiity remains un- 
disturbed. It was the uneasi^st morn 
ing that Hasleton has experience i 
since the strike begun. In addition tu 
the OOUcentratiou ol! sheriff deputies 
In this city every colliery in the rt giun 
had extra forces of coal and Iron po- 
lice fully armed. There was no march- 
ing of large bodies of men, but cro.vcls 
Of strikers gathered as is their custom 
every week-day -morpiiig in the vicln 
Itjr of tbe various oonisrias that rc- 
0ialn in operation. The greatest crowd, 
which numbered probably 300 men, as- 
sembled in the neighborhood of Cran- 
berry colliery of A. Prdee ft Co. on the 
.outskirts of this clUr. Q^lts f| number 
ot workmen on tbrar iray to ^hls mine 
VSrs turned back, some through feu/ 
and others through persuasion. The 
company officials , said the colliery is 
•working as usual. Another crowd 
gathered 16 the vicinity Of No. 8 slope 
and No. 40 shaft of the Lehigh Valley 
Coal company in Hazleton, but no dis- 
tnrbance occurred. 

No Cliuiise in Lykeiis Valley. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Oct 8.— There is no 
change in the strike situation in the 
Lykens valley. The 1,200 mine em 
ployes at Lykens and Wisconlsco are 
still out and their leaders say they will 
not go back until the strike is declaied 
off. The WlUiamstown colliery i£ 
working full time with nearly 1,200 
men and boys on the rolls. The or- 
ganizers of the Mine Workers' union 
have abandoned hope of organising a 
union at Wflllamstown and have left 
town. The employes of this colliery 
have been working steadily for man> 
years and they have refused to have 
anything to do with the ' 'on or tht 
Etriko. Both oollieries are controlled 
by the Pennsylvania railroad company

FIOHTIKQ^FOR LIFE. 

Voutasy's Attoio ys Iiit ■ p is« u Series 
Of Teeliuleal .Uutiuiis. 
Georgetown, Ky., Oct 8.— The 1"^ 
men from Bourbon county summone.l 
under a special venire were in the court 
room when the Toutsey trial was 
called Monday. The tlist man called 
was accept/;d by both sides and the 
Jury was complete. The Jury was 
sworn and V. F. Bradley made the 
statement to the jury for the common- 
wealth. 

Colonel Crawford for the defense 
moved to discharge the jury on the 

ground that the Jury is not composed 
of bystanders, but summoned from re- 
mute iiart.s of the county; that the 
Jurymen are all Demorcrats and as the 
crime charged involves politics to a 
large extent the defendant cannot ex- 
pect a fair and impartial trial from 
such a jury. Youtsey tiled twu allMa- 
vits in support of the motion. Th>> 
motion was overruled, the court hold- 
ing that the pf)litical complexion of 
the jury had nothing to do with the 
case, Youtsey beiiii,' (in trial for mur- 
der, not for a political offense. 

Mr. Crawford filed another motion 
to require the commonwealth to elect 
whether it would try Youtsey for ac- 
tually firing the shot or for aiding and 
abetting the man who did fire the shot. 
Court said that was a matter of whieh 
he had no control and the attorney.-, 
could confer concerning it. Mr. i'rank- 
Unsaidthecommon wealth simply wi.'^U- 
ed to try Youtaey under the indictment 
aftd let the Jury say whether he fired 
the shot. 

The Jnry was brought in and Mr. 
Crawford filed a demurrer to the in- 
dictment on the ground that it named 
no one as firing the shot and that it 
did not sufflcieutly describe the offense 
charged against Youtsey. Court took 
the demurrer undsr fdvlsement during 
the noon recess. 

Judge Cantrill overruled the de- 
murrer to the Indictment to which de- 
fendant excepted. The list of the com- 
monwealth's witnesses being called, 
showed 87 present and 64 absent; wit- 
nesses for defense seven present and

Chicago, Oct. 8.— With insurance u,)- 
on her iile uinouniing lo $lJ,(Jvl), .Mm.e 
Del en bach, aged liied Aug. lu a 
boarding bouse on Lasalie avenue un- 
der conditions which the police beiiev. 
indicate a plot to swindle an insurant., 
company and two ir.suiauce Irateiui- 
ties, if they do not point to murder. 

When Miss Delenbach died there 
were three policies on her lite aggre- 
gating $12,000, all of recent date as lol- 
lows; N"W \<)ik i.iie Insurar.ie com- 
pany, $5,UUU: Canadian Order of For- 
esters, 15,000; Knlghis and Ladies of 
Honor, 12,000. 

It is believed that a con.spiiary wa.s 
conc(j< ted and tli.it Miss l)eienb.i( h 
was originally one of the quartette of 
alleged conspirators; that she expect- 
ed her death was to l)e feigned and an- 
other body was to play the passive role 
of her forpse; instead Of that, real 
death came to her. 

Last April, Miss Defenbach applied 
to the Nc.v York Life Insurance com- 
pany foi a $1(1.000 policy. This was rc- 
tu.-e I as Aas also an a|)plicatif>n for an 
(8,0UU policy on the ground that she 
was not possessor of sufficient property 
to warrant so large a risk, although 
ehe was examined and declared to be 
in perfert health. In July she succeed- 
ed in obtaining a $5,000 policy. 

In August, Miss Defenbach secured 
$.^,000 insurance in the Canadian Or- 
der of Foresters. About the Same time 
she took out a $2,000 policy in the 
Knights and Ladies of Honor. 

Two weeks later she was dead, leav- 
ing a will which dire( te ! that a part 
of the policies should be paid to i'rank 
II. Smiley her "affianced husband" and 
that her body be cremated. Her death, 
at a boarding house In Lasalie avenue 
was attended by the most horriljle 
agony. l)rs. Leonard and Schroeder. 
the latter representing the Knights and 
Ladles of Honor, were called. They 
refused to Issue a certificate of death, 
but the coroner's jury later, and aftei 
the body had been embalmed, found a 
verdict ot death from dysentery. The 
next day the body was cremated and 
the ashes were scattered to the winds. 
Without iinii h delay jiroree lings were 
begun to secure possession of the pol 
icies Miss Defenbach bad left Owing 
to the unusual clrcumatances surround- 
ing her death the hurried embalming 
of the body followed next day by ere 
mation, payments of the policies were 
refused and immediate steps were tak- 
en to trac e the woman's career during 
tlie last f( w months of her life. 

An unusual in< ident Is <'onneclcd 
with the making of Miss Defcnbach's 
will. Aug. 21, Miss Defenbach call»(i 
at the ofllce of a lawyer named John- 
son in the Unity building and told 
hlin she wanted to make her will. 
Some days earlier, it is stated, Dr. Un- 
ger told this lawyer a woman would 
call on him for this puri)ose and sbe 
announced she had come in accord- 
ance with the appointment. She told 
Mr. Johnson she wanted to leave her 
property to Frank H. Smiley, her af- 
fianced husband, and then she went 
away. Two days afterwards she re- 
turned and Mr. Johnson had the will 
ready. It provide, as she had in- 
structed, that after her debts were paid 

her property was to go to Smiley, but 
she then wanted another provision in 
serted. It was that after death her 
body should be cremated. This some 
wliat surprised Mr. Johnson, as he 
could not understand how a yoting and 
handsome girl would wish her body 
burned after death, but he complied 
irith her request He was so struck 
with the eirenmstannes, however, as 
ths cremation clause had not been in 
the original instructions, that he called 
witnesses to the will from adjoining 
offices as a matter of protection. Miss 
Defenbach signed and exeoutod the 
document Two days later shs died.
